CHARLES F. KRING, 


The Noted Murderer of Dora 
Broemser Dies in the Hospital. 


His Forgiving Wife at His Bedside—His Last 
Words, “Are You My Margaret?” —Eight 
Years in Jail for His Crime, Five Times Tried 
for His Life and Twice Sentenced to Death, 
He Peacefully Expires. 


Charles F. Kring is dead. The murderer 
of Dora Broemser breathed his last on a 
sick-bed in St. John’s Hospital, on Twenty- 
third and Morgan streets, at 4:30 o’clock this 
morning. Kring was removed from the City 
Jail to the hospital on the 27th of last month. 
having been released on bail, . under 
a late decision’ of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. For 
several months prior to his removal from 
the Jail Kring had suffered severely from 
hemorrhages of the lungs, and his transfer- 
ence to a Hospital became absolutely essen- 
tial to the prolongation of his life. His res- 
toration to health was conceded to be impos- 
sible, but it was hoped by his friends that he 
might be in a measure cured. But he grew 
steadily worse at the‘ hospital, although he 
had no more hemorrhages. Ile was so ill! at 
the time of his admission to the hospital 
that Father Schaeifer, of St. Nicholas 
Roman Catholic Church, who fs the 
clergyman in charge of the hos« 
pital, thought it mnecessary at once 
to administer the last sacraments of the 
church to his patient. On Tuesday of this

arrived in answer to asummous from her 
husband, and she remained with him to the 
last, occupying a room in the hospital ad- 
joining his own. At the exact momentof his 
death she was temporarily absent, having 
left the sick man in charge of one of the Sis- 
ters of Mercy, but she was with him just be- 
fore hedied and immediately afterwards. 
a last words he uttered were addressed to 
er. 

Turning his eyes to her and reaching out a 
feebie hand in search of her hand, he asked 
witha faint pressure, “Are you my Mar- 
gareit’’’ She answered in the affirinative 
and soothed him to rest. He closed his eyes 
and she went out of the room, and when she 
returned almost immediately afterwards he 
\N ae corpse. Ilis death was easy and nat- 
ural. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter who called at 
the hospital this morning for the purpose of 
ascertrining the manner of’ death of this 
noted criminal was conducted to the room 
Which the sick man had occupied, 
and where’ his corpse was laid out. 
The reporter was accompanied by Eugene 
©. and Gustave Kring, two of the brothers 
of the deceased. Death and the wasting 
sickness which had preceded it bad greatly 
altered the appearance of Charley Kring. 
‘The once robust figure was emaciated al- 
mosttoa skeleton. The jaws were sunken 
in, and the cheek-bones were horribly prom- 
ineut. The prison pallor whieh his com- 
plexion had taken on during his cight years’ 
continement in the jail was deepened to a 
yrayness that was absolutely hideous. His 
mustache and yoatee, which he had had 
shaved off some time before his removal 
from jail, were palpably outlined by a 
growth of several days; his hair was long 
and uncombed. 

Returning to. the parlor of the hospital, 
the reporter was informed of the circum- 
stances connected with the death of Kring 
which have been narrated above. Mrs. 
Kring, the reporter was advised, had gone 


| over to St. Nicholas’ Chureh with her broth- 


er, Mr. John Recker, to arrange for the 
funeral services. She returned to the hos- 
pital about ten o’clock, and, though at first 
reluctant to speak to the reporter, she was 
readily induced to tell 

THE STORY OF HER MARRIED LIFE. 

The lady is of medium size, of dark com- 
plexion and withapair Of verv inteiligent 
brown eyese Her hair is black and is worn 
plainly. Her manner is somewhat diffident, 
but very lady-like. Her countenance bears 
traces of the troubles which she has under- 
Rone. 

“When did you first visit your husband at 
this hospital?” asked the reporter. 

‘*T arrived here day before yesterday just 
after dinner, in answer to a summons from 
him. I have been with him eversince. When 
1 reached his bedside I told him L forgave 
_ everything and he seemed to be very 
lappy,” 

“f id he look forward to getting well 
again?” 

“{ think not, sir. 1 think he knew he 
would have to die.”’ 

‘“‘bid he speak to you about his trial?” 

“He never referred to it once,” 

“When did you see him last, prior to your 
attendance on him here?” 

“Six years ago, just after our little boy 
Freddie died. Icalled on him then, and that 
was the only time.” 

Mrs. Kring stated that she married her 
husband in St. Libory, LIL, on September 25, 
1869. Two children were born of the union, 
a boy andagirl. They are both dead. Mrs. 
Kring has continued to reside in St. Libory 
with the family of her father. She said that 
her husband was thirty-eight years old on 
the 4th day of January last; she is five years 


his junior. 
THE FUNERAL 

has been arranged to take piace from the 
hospital, on Twenty-Third and Morgan 
streets, at 9 o’clock to-morrow morf- 
ing; thence to St. Nicholas 
Church where the funeral services 
will be conducted by Father Schaefer. ‘The 
remains will be interred at Bellefontaine 
Cemetery in the family lot belonging to Mr. 
Kring, Sr. Father Schaefer will consecrate 
the ground at some future time. 

The remains were placed on ice this morn- 
ing by L. Spelbrink, the undertaker, and lay 
in the parlor of the hospital, where they 
were visited by a large number of officials 


and citizens.

THE MOOT REMARKABLE 
in the annals of criminal history 
country, presenting many 
and interesting features. 
F. Kring was | German 
he came to this country in 1856, having re- 
ceived a fair education at a school in Fulda, 
inthe old country. He studied pharmacy, 
but was not very successful in business. e 
lived at a place called Mud Creek (now 
St. Libory), in Lilinois, where he married 8 
retiring German girl, entirely unsuited to his 
tastes and temperament. he union was 
an unfortunate one, a fact soon ascertained 
after the marriage. Kring came to this city 
in 1872 and was set up in business by his 
father. He afterwards entered a - 
ship with Jacob Broemser, the husband of 
the woman he afterwards murdered. On 
account of financial complications the 
bysiness was put in the name 
& Dora .  Broemser, and| 
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CHAS. F. KRING. 
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Kring was employed as a clerk inthe store. 
From this point Kring dated his troubles. 
Iie claimed that when first introduced by 
Jacob Broemser to Dora he felt himself 
drawn towards her, but little imagined that 
it was the first act of a tragedy in which he 
was going toplay. Kring 
wife to this city, and during the illness of 
the LBroemser family she nursed them. 

Kring often told how his illicit love for 
Brocmser’s wife grew, mitigating the story 
with a condemnation of his business partner, 
whom he accused of setting fire to the store 
to recover the insurance money, and of neg- 
lect of his wife. The woman geadually at- 
tached herself to Y ae and afterwards 
openly av@W her affection. 
The husban soon learned of gthe 
relations of Kring and his wife, and, accord- 
ing to the dead man’s statement, was only 
restrained from resenting it by the knowl- 
edge that Kring conld furnish evidence 
against him for burning his drug-store. The 
trio returned to St. Louis, and Broemser and 
his wife moved to the vieinity of Fourteenth 
and Mullanphy streets. Kring 
had been warned by Broein- 
ser, and temporarily left the city. 
When he returned he again called at the 
house. On the evening of January 4, 1875, 
he went to the house in aecarriage and sent 
for Dora. Heasked herif she would ac- 
company him thatevening with ber sister 
Amanda. She refused and said she was 
afraidof him. Heasked herif she would 
become his wife, and she answered, “You 
will shoot me if I say no.” At the 
same time the woman searched = him 
fora weapon at his request. He repeated 
the question and she answered, “No.” He 
drew a weapon and fired twice. She was 
then in an interesting condition, and died 
next day. 

THE TRIALS. 

Kring was arrested and taken to the Fourth 
District Station, where he said he would 
never deny having killed Dora Broemser, 
but he made no further statement. He was 
committed to jail on the llth of the same 
month and tirst faced the court on March 2v, 
1875,. When he pleaded not guilty. Hs first 
trial commenced December 20, = 1575. 
Ile was convicted of gmurder. in 
the first degree. During the taking 
of testimony he was ordered to be hand- 
cuffec_for a violent outburst of temper. On 
the ground that he was shackled before the 
jury anew trial was granted, and the sen- 
tence of death set aside. It was in May, 
1878, when he was again brought befure the 
trial court. During this hearing one of the 
jurors was taken sick ‘suddenly and a new 
trial resulted. The jury which heard the 

the third trial in January, 
1789 disagreed and were discharged. Under an 
arrangement made with Acting Circuit AL 
torney La Due in 1879Kring pleaded guilty to 
murder inthe second degree and was sen- 
tenced to twenty-five years in the peniten- 
tiary. Thedefense claimed that the plea 
was entered under an agreement to take ten 
years and he was allowed to withdraw his 
plea to murder in the second degree 
by the Supreme Court and _ plead 
not guilty to murder in_ the _ first 
degree. When next arrainged Kring refused 
to plead at all and the court ordered him to 
trial under a plea of not guilty to murder in 
the first degree, and at this stage of the case 
anumber of motions were made including 
motions for a change of venue, jury from the 
country, special judge, etc. Judge Laughlin 
appointed Judge G. H. Burkhartt to try the 
case in May, 1881. This trial resulted ina 
conviction and sentence of death. Kring 
was sentenced to be executed in February, 
but a stay was granted by Judge Sherwood, 
of the State Supreme Court, just twelve 
hours before the hour set for the execution. 
The case was then taken to the State 
Supreme Court on the question of ex post 
facto law. The trial court was 
affirmed and Kring was again within the 
shadow of the gallows. A writ of error was 
granted by Justice Miller of the United 


| States Supreme Court. and when the case 


was called and argued before that tribunal, 
last March, the judges reversed and remand- 
ed the case, the majority holding that as 
Kring had once been allowed to plead 

uilty to murderin the second degree 

e could not in be placed in jeopardy for 
a higher grade. When the mandate was 
handed down kring was admitted to bail in 
the sum of $3,000. It was proposed to prefer 
a charge of murderin the second degree and 
nolle pros. the case for the legal form. The 
State’s evidence showed first or noth- 
ing, and there was no probability that Kring 
would ever be convicted. 

KRING’S JAIL LIFE. 

Kring was a prisoner in the city jall for 
oner eight years. During that time he was 
only out three times. On two occasions he 
was allowed to visit his sister’s deathbed, 
and on a third to have his photograph taken 
for his book on “Loveand Law.” For 
several years he had the privi- 
lege of the floor, which entitled 
him to the right to exercise at any hour in 
the day, instead of the time regularly de- 
voted to walking. During the first five years 
of bis imprisonment he read extensively, 
and was furnished with a great many books 
by his attorneys, Messrs. Seward &Jones, 
who never lost confidence in their ability to 
finally free their client. Kring was never inti- 
mate with any of the prisoners untill Ed Kick 
ert was jailed two years ago for the killing 
of Salvini Wilson, at Seventh and Chestnut 
streets. During the first few months of 
Rickert’s close confinement ge could 
daily be found sea at the former's 
cell-door. They veey in- 
timate, since then ckert 
has carried on ali 6 correspondence 
and been completely in his confidence. He 
was always very to understand

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PAID TOO MUCH. 


: Probable Reduction of the N umber 
of Revenue Collectors. 


~ A Political Machine Which Has Immense 
Power—A Remarkable Salary List—Going 
to the Seaside—The President’s Plans— 
News From Washington. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 15.—The Cabinet, it is 
paid, will this week take up the question of 
seducing the number of collection districts 
in the Internal Revenue Service. As it now 
stands there are 126 of these districts,sand 


the salaries of theColiecturs and their assist- 
ants amount to two millions of dollars in 
round numbers. Out of the 130 collection 
districts but thirty-seven collected above a 
million dollars each last year, and the collec- 
tions in some of them ran down below 
$16,000. Over thirty fell below $100,000 each. 
Not one of these Collectors gets less than 
$2,000 per annum, and thirty get $4,500 
apiece. Five get $4,375 apiece, four get 
$4,250, and so ondown. Thereare only two 
who last year received so small a sum as 
1$2,000 for their valuable services, and those 
two only collected $15,500 apiece. There is 
much curiosity in political circles to see 
what will be the result of the consideration 
ot this important question. Besides the 
126 {Collectors there are nearly 1,000 Deputy 
Collectors who receive salaries and traveling 
expenses from $5,000 per year down ; 200 
clerks and messengers, 867 gaugers, 1,000 
storekeepers and gaugers and 522 store- 

The possibilities of such a po- 
machine are wonderful, incal- 

indeed. Whether the Ad- 
ministration will have the nerve to 
deliberately lay the axe to the root of this 
tree or even to lop off some’of its branches 
seems to be rather Coubtful. Should any 
changes be made, however,it is probable that 
the States hopelessly Democratic or those 
certainly Republican will be the oues where 
the most of the reductions will take place.

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A VATICAN DECREE. 


The Founder of the Christian Brothers 
Canonized. 


Rev. Brother James, president of the Col- 
lege of the Christian Brothers has just re- 
ceived the following important decree, relat- 
ing tw the canonization of John Baptiste 
de la Salle, founder of the congregation of 
the Brothers of the Christian Schools. The 
document reads as follows: 


Rovren Decrees, for the Beatification and 
Canonization of the Venerable Servant of 
God, John Baptist de la Salle, Founder of 
the Congregation of the Brothers of the 
Christian Schools, = 
By decree of the Sacred Congregation of 

Rites, dated May 23, 1879, Our Most Holy Fa- 
ther, Pope Leo XIIL, graciously conceded 
that the validity of the processes ordered by 
Apostolic authority regarding three mir- 
acies,, said to have been wrought by God, 
through the intercession of the aforesaid 
venerable servant of God, John Baptist de 
la Salle, be examined in an ordinary meeting 
of said Sacred Congregation without tne in- 
tervention and votum of the consultors. 

Accordingly, the Most Eminent and Most 
Reverend Cardinal John Baptist Pitra, the 
ponens inthe aforesaid cause, at_the in- 
stance of Rev. Brotgr Robustin, Procura- 
tor-General of the Congregation 
Brothers of the Christian Schools and postu- 
lator of this cause, at a special ordinary 
meeting of the Sacred Congregation of Rites, 
appointed ag tp to particular instruc- 
tions of Our Most Holy Father, published 
November 20, 1878, and convened at the Va- 
tican on the day herebelow stated, proposed 
the following dubium, viz.: whetner the 
validity of the rocesses instituted 
by Apostolic authority with regard 
tothe miracles in the dioceses of Rouen.

The Markets. 
FORENOON SESSION. 

The visible supply of wheat shows an increase 
of 314,000 bushels, but corn deereased 621,000 
bushels and oats 465,000 bushels. ——A fine sample 
of wheat grownin Kentucky, about thirty miles 
south of Uairo, was sent here by Halliday Bros., 
ef Cairo. This wheat stands bigh and is well 
headed, promising an excellent yield.——A tele- 
gram from Red Oak, Ia., reports a coid rain last 
night and still raining. Corn is not coming up at 
all in that section.——lIt is rumored in New York 
thata “corner” in June lard is among the proba- 
bilities in that market.——A St. Louisan, now in 
Chicago, telegraphs here: “I am authorized by 
bulisfor St. Louis to send up some large-sized 
chinch bugs. See Junot, the farmer. Hessian 
flies won’t do.’’—-Is there not some way of shut- 
ting off the howling speculators who make life 
miserable and the call unheard, when it is going 


on, by raising their voices in one prolonged howl 
when Chicago shows achange of an eighth ora 
sixteenth. The Flour Committee might see to 
this, at least while the call is going on. 

The speculative wheat market was rather un- 
settled to-day to say the least. Prices jumped 
from one extremeto another, the feeling being 
strong at one time and then turning extremely 
weak. The changes in the weather are just now 
working the Chicago market. It was cloudy there 
this mene one prices went up, but that market 
atonce weakened when the increase in the visi- 
ble supply was shown. Later it went up again, 
and scalpers were said to be bulling the market in 
order to get it up tosell on. Advices from Liver- 
pool were discouraging, with adull and weaker 
market, private cables — business in 
wheat as of the merest retail description. New 
York and other Eastern markets let down in 
price, following Chicago closely. The local market 
fluctuated with the changes in that market also, 
opening up higher and then running down rapid- 
ly the lower rates bringing out many sellers and 
the ve being inclined towards panic. This, 
however, lasted but a short time, the up turn in 
Chicago carrying values here up tothe early rates 
and the close was strong at advances oi 4@%, 
mainly 44c. Corn was firm and higher most of the 
time, on the early call prices breaking off sharply, 
through syimpathy mainly with wheat, which was 
then very weak, and ruling easy for ashort time 
afterwards, but later, on more encouraging ad- 
vices by wire and strengthened by the firmness 
shown by cash, the tone improved, and at the 
close May, June and year were %,c, July 4c and 
Augnst 4c above yesterday’s close, but Septem- 
ber sold uff 44,@%,c. Oats were dull, but unchang- 
ed, selling at about yesterday’s closing rates. 
Ofierings were very small of cash Wheat, and it 
ruled firm in price, No. 2 red 
selling higher. The demand Was 
nothing extra, but rather in excess of the 
supply.

MORE THAN A CRY. 
A well-defined jealousy of the overgrown 
political influence of corporations is mani- 
festing itself among our people irrespective 
of party, and it can not be aenied that there 
is other provocation for it besides the howls 
of anti-monopoly demagogues or the ravings 
of cranky communists. Tne election of such 
millionaires as TABOR and Farr to the. 
United States Senate casts over men’s 
minds the shadow of a coming plutocracy, 
in which all our public affairs will be ruled 
by the edicts of cliques representing vast 
aggregations of wealth and wielding as 
sceptres all the levers of our social life. The 


recent. action of the Massachusetts 
Legislature in calling on Congress 
to pass a resolution honoring’ the 


memory of OAKES AMES, whose sole 
distinction aside from his wealth was his 
detection in the act of corrupting Congress- 
to promote a scheme of public plunder, is 
only one of numerous signs of an alarming 
tendency from which the office-hol ders of 
neither party seem to be free. In our own 
State, Senator HALIBURTON, who has been 
one of the Democratic wheel-horses since 
1840, has recently saidina published inter- 
view: 

It is a fact that any measure this railroad inter- 
est Was opposed to couldn’t pass the Legislature 
and become a law. This interest made your Su- 
preme Court, though they are all gooa men. It is 
4 notorious fact that Ewing, Chief Clerk of the 
Supreme Court, just anterior to the last State 
convention, forwarded railroad pagses to all Sher- 
wood delegates, and you are acquainted with the 
result. Asl said before,the Supreme Court is 
composed of good men; the only thing to be re- 
gretted is the dangerous influence that gave them 
birth. It centralizes too much power in the rail- 
roads for the good of the people. Harding is also 
a child of this same influence. In fact, sir, they 
nominate anybody they try, which should bring 
the blush of shame to the cheek of every true 
Democrat. 

The Kansas City Times, a stalwart Demo- 
cratic organ, has made the same charge 
against the Democratic Legislature of the 
State, and has for months loudly accused our 
Democratic State officials of flagrantly 
wronging the common tax-payers by under- 
valuing railroad property for taxation, and 
by even managing so as to let the railroads 
escape one year’s taxation altogether. When 
we see the State courts of Missouri denying 
the right of the State to regulate the charges

The action of Congress and Attorney-Gen- 
eral BREWSTER with reference to the lapsed 
railroad land grants, and the sturdy assaults 
of Senator VAN Wyck, of Nebraska, on the 
juggling and fraudulent policy pursued in 
that connection, show the internal conflict 
going on in both parties on this subject. The 
wrongs that have been done in tbis behalf 
are rankling in the bosoms of the people and 
arousing a jealousy which will provea po- 
tent factor in the next election. 


OUR PORK. 

Considering the small amount of American 
pork consumed in Germany and the remark- 
ably small list of fatalities reported from its 
use, itis hard to understand the persistence 
with which the German newspapers revert 
to the question and repeat their dreary array 
of threadbare falsehoods, As they have al- 
ready decided the case without listening to 
evidence it is superfluous for them at this 
late date to pretend that they are acting 
purely on the evidence. Their Government 
has forbidden the importation of the small 
athount of Americanjpork which was former- 
ly used, and the matter might be allowed 
torest there. This country would not suffer 
seriously from the loss of that trifling trade, 
and if it is cheaper to legislate against 
American pork than it is to teach the people 
not to eat raw meat, the Government of 
Germany is welcome to take its choice. 

But the constant and needless repetition 
of an insulting falsehood can have just one 
effect, that of compelling this country as a 
matter of self-respect to treat Germany just 
as Germany treats us. In the long list of 
articles imported from Germany into this 
country there are several trifling items

cent of any offense against the law. We 
doubt whether even the most ardent friends 
of Davis ever entertained the thought that 
the trial would result inaconviction, The 
presumption of adultery was as strong as 
circumstantial evidence could make it, and 
Kentucky is the last State in the Union in 
which a verdict of guilty could be rendered 
under such circumstances. 

The acquittal is of course a defiance of the 

law of the State, and a proof that public 
sentiment in Harrodsburg, as elsewhere, is 
in accord, not with the law, but with the 
fiercer passions which it isthe mission of 
the law to repress. But it would be very 
unjust to suppose that this spirit is localized 
in Kentucky, or in the South and West. It 
is a very widespread sentiment, and it is 
ready to assert itself whenever the occasion 
arises. Fortunately the occasions are few, 
and, though a tremendous sensation is cre- 
ated whenever the excitement of a murder 
in high life is intensified by the accompani- 
ment of a conjugal scandal, such cases are 
so rare that their real importance is in 
striking contrast with their apparent im- 
portance. 
Still the public sentiment which tramples 
onthe law and substitutes the tribunal of 
private vengeance is wrong; itis a survival 
of barbarism not worth arguing against, be- 
cause it is not openly defended even by those 
who are secretly prepared to enforce it. 
There is but one way to conquer it, and that 
is by the slow but certain teaching of civiliza- 
tion—the influences of peace and order, of 
learning and culture, of travel aud foreign 
opinion. These alone can obliterate the mis- 
taken sentiment that society is safer behind 
the pistol of private vengeance than under 
the egis of the law, and this is the only cure 
which will make such verdicts as this last 
one impossible.

A FACTORY NUISANCE, 

At the meeting of the Board of Health 
this evening the citizens around the neigh- 
borhood of the proposed Music Hall will pre- 
sent a strong protest against the further tol- 
eration of the evils inflicted on them by the 
tobacco factory of Lie@retr & MYERs. 
Lheir protest disclaims any spirit of hostil- 
ity to that enterprising establishment, and 
we are confident that no such spirit animates 
them. Buta tobacco factory which does not 
consume the smoke and destroy the fumes it 
creates is a nuisance, the existence of which 
snot to be defended on any grounds of 
business or pecuniary protit. No citizen 
or corporation has a right to establish 
and waintain a nuisance, no matter how prof- 
itable it may be or how much capital it 
may utilize. In the present case the evils of 
the nuisance, of whichthe existence caunvt 
be denied, are intensified by its location near 
the site which has been chosen for the Ex- 
position and Music Hall. This makes it not 
80 much a personal infliction as a pubiie evil, 
and calls on the Board of Health to redouble 
its vigilance and to strengthen its purpose to 
enforce the ordinance. Of course the corpo- 
pation which is proceeded against will make 
the inevitable answer that it cannot prevent 
the offenses complained of. But if it is 
given to understand that it has no 
choice except to do this or shut up 
shop it will tind some way of doing it. A 
notable case in pointis the case of the St. 
Louis Smelting and Kefining Company, whose 
chimneys at Cheltenham were complained of. 
The company protested, pleaded impossibil- 
ity and refused, until the neighbers hired an 
energetic young lawyer who led the company 
into court and made it condense its smoke 
and fumes, and now it appears that the com- 
pany saves several hundred dollars a year by 
an improvement which it refused to make 
until compelled to. The case may well 
serve as a precedent for the case before the 
Board of Health this evening.

Taxing Sales for Future Delivery. 
ST. Louis, Mo., May 15, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The article tinder above caption in your yester- 
day’s issue isso far from my views and that of 
others referred to, and the general sentiment of 
members of the Exchange, that | beg the privilege 
of a few words in reply. The proposed tax on op- 
tion deals is in keeping with tue way things usu- 
ally are done in St. Louis. This town ought to be 


fenced in. Such action would relegate us to the 
prehistoric era. It is idle to talk about 
doing a grain business in this age 


of steam and electricity without sales for future 
delivery, but these sales are only a step in the 
actual transaction completed when the cash 
grain is delivered. The cash sales under the law 
are now taxed, though New York and Chicago— 
slow coaches—don’t require licenses to do busi- 
ness. and don’t think it necessary to legisiate so 
as to prohibit trade. One five thousand bushels 
of grain may now, and often does, wipe outa 
hundred thousand In contracts, just as a five-dol- 
lar bill may pay a thousand dollars indebtedness, 
but it evidently would be absurd to tax this five 
more than once. Then, again, we may have an or- 
der to sell 5,000 or 10,000 bushels of erain for future 
delivery by a shipper, who, before shipping, may 
see that Chicago or some other mar- 
ket will net better results, and order 
us to settle his sale here at the market price, 
and seli elsewhere and ship his grain there to fill 
his contracts. Should this sale be taxed here? 
The intention of the law Py wen is that only cash 
sales should be taxea, and they only once. When 
this law was framed future trading was compara- 
tively unknown here. Then commissions were 
2% per cent, or $25 per $10,000, now $5 per 
100,000 is about the figure we get on cash, and 
$1 25 on 100,000 will usually cover the commission 
On iutures. There are few large houses here, no 
doubt, whose cash sales amount to 3,000,000, 
that would like to see as heavy a tax imposed as 
possible to prevent competition and 
enable them to monopolize the trade. Manifestly 
this is not to the interest of this city or the 
trade atlarge. This, in fact, if enforced, is an 
ex;post facto law. We have for years, it seems, 
worked in blissful ignorance of any such re- 
quirements. With fair notice we could have 
arranged to meet it. As it is, it is virtually a snap 
judgment sprung on us.+ Our Collector would soon 
be able to pay the national debt were such taxes 
imposed. it would seem that our comuission 
men should be assisted and encouraged to draw 
trade here, instead of being hampered and har- 
rassed in every conceivable manner. Nearly ali 
public demands for contributions and charities 
are Originated and largely supported by their 
xenerous action, and itgis time they should 
be treated with a more liberal 
spirit, and not ridden to death 
And why should lawyers, doctors, architects and 
the so-called liberal professions be entirely ex- 
eipt? Of course it is easy epough for commission 
men to pay allthis sort of demands, they are so 
wealthy,make their money so easy,don’t tuke any 
risks, and itis only a question of time for them to 
be millionaires and bivated bondholders, etc. Ils 
it policy Lo kill the goose that lays a coiden egg?

The Board of Directors of the Exposition 
have addressed another circular to the stock- 
holders regarding the proposed increase of 
capital stock to $600,000: 

“After a careful examination of exposi- 
tion and music hall buildings in other cities, 
and consulting with many of the most prom- 
inent architects at home and abroad, we are 
convinced that an expenditure of $500,000 on 
our building, instead of $400,000 as origiually 
contemplated, is absolutely necessary to se- 
cure that which the position of our city de- 
mands, i.e., the most substantial and per- 
fectly constructed building of its kind in the 
country. In addition to which we consider 


such extra expenditure a source of economy, 
as very large buildings of this character, 
more than any other, unless construet- 
ed in the most substantial manner, are 
maintained at an enormous repair expense. 
To more fully and practically illustrate, we 
herewith attach a statement of the receipts 
and disbursements of the Chicago Inter- 
State Industrial Exposition, whose poorly 
constructed buiiding, you wiil observe, has 
absorbed in repairs a cousiderabie portion of 
its very large earnings. As it will require 
fully $100,000 for sidewalks, stear heating, 
power, organ, hall seats, and various other 
furnishings and appurtenances, including a 
sufficient cash reserve with which to open 
our first Exposition, it is necessary for us to 
increase our capital stock from $500,000 to 
9500.09 to meet the change in our building 
pialis.

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‘THE NORMAL SCHOOLS. 


A Discussion of the Supreme Court 
Decision by Eminent Missourians. 


There are in attendance upon the Grand 
Lodge meeting of the Odd-Fellows quite a 
number of Missourians eminent in the State, 
and while in the company of a little group of 
prominent members of the Legislature In 
the rotunda of the Laclede Hotel this morn- 
ing, a Post-DisPATCH reporter brought up 
the matter of the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the public schools case, and 
its probable bearing upon the normal school 
system of the State. Dr. Richardson, of 
Stoddard county, Speaker of the present 
House of Representatives; ex-Speaker 
Bashaw; JRepresentatives Parker of 


Lincoln, Jones, of Clinton, and 
Ellerbee, of St. Louis county, were of the 
arty. After casually discussing the decis- 
on, the reporter put the case as follows: 
“The Supreme Court has forcibly called the 
attention of the school authorities to the ab- 
solute constitutional prohibition against the 
expending of money to educate pupils under 
six years and over twenty years of age in 
the public schools of the State. Now, the 
whole question resolves itself to this: Are 
the Normal schools of the State ‘free public 
schools?” ”’ 

Speaker Richardson was the first to speak 
up, and he said: “By no manner of means 
are they to be considered as ‘free public 
schools.’ ‘They were created successively by 
legislative enactment, and not a doliar do 
they receive from the public school fund. 
Reference to the records of the 
General Assembly will show that 
in every eeepeeten bill the schools in 
question have been included under the head 
of eleemosynary institutions. The Deaf and 
Dumb, and Insane Asylum, are under the 
same head as the normal schools. The sixth 
clause in article 4, section 43, of the Consti- 
tution, empowers the General Assembly to 
appropriate money ‘for the support of the 
eleemosynary institutions of the State. 
The quéstion has been raised at successive 
sessions of the Legislature that, normal 
schools being clearly educational institu- 
tions, although emgaged in the work of edu- 
cating teachers, ¥ re in no sense ““eleemosy- 
nary.’ There has been much hair splitting 
as to the meaning of the word, aud long de- 
bates over it. 

Webster defines the word as: 1. Relating to 
charity, alms or alins-riving; intended for 
the distribution of charity. 2. Given in 
charity or alms; founded by charity, as an 
eleemorynary hospital or college. 
ported by charity.” 

“‘A biennial apprpriation from the general 
revenue for the maintenance of a State edu- 
cational institution could hardly be called an 
eleemosynary act,” chippedin Mr. Ellerbee. 

“For purposes of securing the appropria- 
tion they have been so looked upon,” re- 
torted Dr. Richardson. 

“But not without serious opposition each 
time,”’ remarked Mr. Parker. 

“Right you are,”’ replied the Doctor, “and 

peaking seriously I wouid not be surprised 
at the next session of the Legislature, to see 
the appropriations withheld, and the Kirks- 
ville. Cape Girardeau and Warrensburg prop- 
erty, notwithstandinglits great value, deeded 
over to the respective counties, in which it is 
now located.”’ 

“I would be very sorry to see the Lincoln 
Institute abandoned,” remarked Ed. Jones. 

“And so would I,” said Judge Bashaw, 
“for if there is areal work of charity going 


on in this State, and one productive of bound- 


less good for the outlay, it is the education 
of colored school teachers. Prof. Page, the 
principal of the institute was before the 
Committee on Ways and Means, and 
I pronounce his speech in behalf of theLin- 
coln institute the best made before us for 
any bill. Itisa fact that the colored gradu- 
ates gorightinto the schools as_ teachers, 
with very few exceptions. As to the white 
normal scholars, the per centage is quite 
smal,” 

“Asto the school of mines at Rolla?’ 

asked the reporter. 
*That has been declared to be a depart 
ent Gy the State Llniversity,”. said Ba- 
shaw. he Yatter institute, although ciass- 
ed as an eleemosynary institution by legisla- 
tures, really has a constitutional existence. 
That instrument says, ‘The general assem- 
bly shall, whenever the public 
school fund will permit, and 
the actual swernage d of the same may require, 
aid and maintain the State University, now 
established with its present departments. 
The Legislature has chosen not to consider 
that the “public school fund will not per- 
mit,” and has classed the University under 
the head of “‘eleemsoynary.”’ 

“Do you really believe that the Norma! 
schools have a legal existence’”’ asked the 
reporter directly of Judge Bashaw. 

“Now that is a deep question and is not to 
be answered off hand. The opinion of the 
people of Missouri is very seriously divided, 
and money is only obtained for their 
maintenance after a desperate. strug- 
ile. That does not, however, 
affect the fact that the Normal School system 
isamostadmirable one. The scholars need 
trained teachers. Some guarantee ought to 
be required of the pupil who takes the nor- 
mal course that he or she will return the fa- 
vor ag the State by an agreed term of service 
as ateacher. Such guarantee is required in 
New York and Illinois. If Normal schools 
simply become district high schools for the 
finisiing of tht education of young ladie~ 
wud gentlemen, who then embark in lives of 
lile other than school teaching, the purpose 
ol the system has been perverted and should 
be remedied.” ,

DOWNING THE DUST.

should be done, but a general desire that 
something should be done to lay the dust. 
Prominent dry goods men and dealers in 
millinery who were called upon all declared 
that the dust was ruinous to the materials in 
which they traded; that it was injuring 
business of all kinds in St. Louis, and that 
ny sacrifice was not too great to abate the 


nuisance. Some gentlemen thought the job, 
if in the hands of the city, might 
be done in the same beautifully 
efficient manner in which the streets are now 
cleaned, and on that ground objected to the 
clause in the Mayor’s message referred to. 
Mayor Ewing, in his message, discussed the 
question as follows: 

“A comprehensive system of street sprink- 
ling is earnestly demanded by the people. 
The expense is one, like street lighting and 
cleaning, that ought to be borne by the gen- 
eralrevenue. The plan of meeting it in this 
way seems to be impracticable at the pres- 
ent time, and will continue to be impractica- 
bie until new sources of revenue are discov- 
ered. Another method is by special taxa- 
tion on the property fronting the street on 
which the sprinkling is done. ‘This involves 
an amendment to the City Charter. The 
subject, it seems to me, is of sufficient im- 
portance to justify the submission of a char- 
ter amendment to the above effect.” 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter met 

MR. A. A. MELLIER 
in the street this morning and asked him 
what he thought of the above recommenda- 
tion. 

“It is a good one,” he said ; “‘just the 
eng heeded. It is what St. Louis wants 

adly. 

“You ‘saw that Mayor Ewing declares 
that sprinkling should be put on the same 
basis as strect lighting and street cleaning,” 

*Heis rig&t about that. It is as necessary 
asether. In. fact, it is street-cleaning and 
nothing else. Cleaning the streets, as we 
now seem to understand it, is removing the 
mud that gathers on them. Well, sprinkling 
removes the dust, which is just as greata 
nuisance, aud in fact 1 think, a greater 
one.”’ 

*You favor the plan of defraying the cost 
of ey out of the general fund?” 

“Yes, sir. ‘Lihat is a teasible plan. I don’t 
think you will tind anybody objecting to it 
except those people who like to live in dust, 
who like dirt itself, in fact. The present 


plan, of each — person aying for 
his own sprinkling, 0es not 
work, and JI wiil tell you whif. 


For instance, up where I live there are two 
blocks of vacant lots, and of course the street 
in front of them accumulates and furnishes 
as much dust to the neighborhood as any 
other streets around there. Now, if we pay 
Yor sprinkiing in front of our own premises, 
we catch the dirt from this arid space, and 


we are just as well off as if 
no sprinkling had been done 
at all. Now. what is the result? 


Mr. John T. Davis, myself and other neigh- 
bors of mine have to pay the expense of 
sprinkling the two blocks. We are com- 
pelled todo it inorder to enjoy any com- 
fort.”’ 

“Dust is very injurious to many of the ar- 
ticles in which you deal. 


“Yes, sir. certainly. I do not know 
a line of business which is not 
injured by it. Jif the Council. will 
favorably pass upon the _ suggestions’ 


of Mayor Ewing, and if the people will look 
upon it favorably, we can at last live in com- 
parative comfortin St. Louis. Now we can 
not.’ 


MR. S. H. LAFLIN, 
when questioned about the Mayor's recom- 
mendation, said, “Certainly Iam in favor 
of it. It is a good measure if it can only be 
passed. 1 wasin the Council when a simi- 
lar measure was beaten beiore. We could 
get people living in the northern and 
southern parts ot the city to agree to it. 
These small tax-payers, people who own 
small lots, fought the matter. We could 
not get ihem to see that a general tax would 
be as cheap a mannerof doing this as the 
present plan of paying by the month. Oh, 
yes, we must getrid of the dust, and this 
pian is the only one, 1 think. I hope it will 
succeed.” 
MR. JOHN B. MORRIS, 

of the firm of Rainwater, Buoogher & Co., 
said, **IThis is a good idea. I can see only one 
objection to it.” 

“What is that?” 

“If the city took the job of sprinkling the 
streets, the work might be done in the same 
manner that the streets are now cleancd. 
If that were thre case, we would not be much 
ahead of what we are at the present, would 
we?’ 

MR. E. F. MEIER, 
who is in business on Washington avenue, 
also favored the plan. He said that his 
roods were injured by the nuisance, and that 
ie was favorable to almost any plan that 
would abate it. 
MR. WM. A. HARGADINE 

said that he had not read the Mayor’s recom- 
mendation to the Council, and did not want 
lo suy anything aboutit. ‘As 1 went home 
last night,”? he said, “1 noticed several places 
where no sprinkling was done. The mena or 
women who live there want to get it done for 
nothing. They are aspecies of dead beat, 
that is all.” 

“But these people would have to pay 
under the proposed charter amendment.”’ 

“No, they would not. The Mayor wants 
to assess the property to do this work. That 
is not the right way. I pay for my own 
sprinkling. Let everybody else do the same. 

think this matter is allga fraud ;sthat is 
what lLthink aboutit. I] have given it little 
attention, however.” 

MR. JOHN T. DAVIS 
seemed to be less afraid of the dust than he 
was of having his name inthe papers. ‘I 
know nothing about it,” he said. “I never 
allow myself to be interviewed for the news- 
papers on any subject.” 

The reporter calied at a number of whole- 
sale millinery and dry goods houses, and, al- 
though the members of the firms were absent 
in several instances, gentlemen authorized 
to speak for them said that they all favored 
the Mayor's recommendations and would 
heartily give themall the support neces - 
sary.
